Payne tariff bill, the Republican rep­ 
resentatives from the wheat growing 
states of the W est have submitted to 
the ways and means committee an 
amendment in the nature of an add!

the export trade it is proposed that j 
any 
article 
manufactured 
of 
grain 
raised in the United States, In order 
to obtain the drawback when exported 
in lieu of import grain, must be man 
ufacturedl in the same mill or fac 
tory as the article manufactured fronr. 
the imported grain. 
The proposed amendment also re 
quires that the exportation shall be 
made within the fiscal year in which 
the importation of the grain used or 
checked against is made. 
A further 
provision would make all bran, shorts 
and other by-products 
of imported 
wheat manufactured in a bonded ware­ 
house for domestic consumption sub­ 
je c t to a duty of 25 percentum ad va­ 
lorem, based upon the m arket price 
at the place of manufacture. 
It also specified that an amount to 
the like rate of duty shall be deduct­ 
ed from the drawback on imported 
wheat if any product of imported 
wheat or its equivalent from domestic 
Wheat Is not exported.

Final Act in Servia’s Submission Oc­ 
curs in National Assembly. 
Belgrade, April I.—The final act in 
Servia’s submission occurred in the 
national assembly when amid a pain­ 
ful silence, M. MilovanovicB, the for­ 
eign minister, read the text of the 
note to Austria. In this note Servia, 
bowing to the will of the powers, with­ 
drew all opposition to Austria-Hungary 
in the annexation of Bosnia and Her­ 
zegovina by th e . latter country and 
promised to maintain peace. Not a 
single deputy rose to speak when the 
reading ended and the president de­ 
clared the sitting closed.

Low Water Pressure Renders Its Ef 
forts Almost Useless— Much Excite 
ment Attended the Removal of the 
Prisoners, None of Whom Escaped 
Two Soldiers Injured While Fight 
Ing Flames. 


Leavenworth, Kau., April I.—Th' 
military prison at Fort Leaven wort Ii 
lias been destroyed by fire. 
The pris 
oners were removed from the cell 
houses under a heavy guard of United 
States troops and confined in a stock 
ade. 
None of the prisoners escaped, sc 
far as a hasty resume of the situa 
tlon showed, but this may not be deft 
nitely known for some hours. 
Owing to the low water pressure the 
fire department of the fort was almosl 
useless. The fire was fought by the 
soldiers, who were ordered out o) 
their quarters and those who were on 
leave in the city were at once called 
back to the post. 
Two soldiers were injured w'hile 
fighting the flames, but none of the 
prisoners were hurt. 
Much excitement attended the re 
moval of the prisoners, many of whom 
are 
desperate characters. 
It 
was 
feared that they would make an or 
ganizcd break for safety. 
When the bolts of the cell house 
doors were shot back, the flames had 
reached the main building. 
If every 
thing had not been done in perfect 
order, lives doubtless would have been 
lost. As it was, strict m ilitary disci 
pline prevailed. 
Soldiers 
with 
levelled 
weapons 
greeted the convicts as they were 
marched out. They had been pre 
viously warned that the slightest bel 
ligerent move would mean death. 
“Shoot them down in their tracks,’ 
cc mmanded the officers, “if they don’t 
keep in line; the first man that tries 
to escape dies.” 
The rifle barrels of the soldiers 
and swords of the officers glinting in 
the firelight effectually awed the pris­ 
oners and they meekly followed their 
heavily armed guards to the stockade. 
Not only did the strict military rule 
prevent any escape, but it effectually 
stopped the panic that had broken out 
among the convicts. 
The prison building was valued at 
$200,000. It was totally destroyed.

There was a noticeable disposition 
on the part of the “standpatters" fol­ 
lowing their conference with Presi­ 
dent Taft Tuesday,'to accede to the 
wishes of those who have opposed 
any “gag rule" which would prevent 
a vote on certain important schedules. 
The ways and means committee has 
agreed to submit amendments to the 
bill which will keep tea on the free 
list, strike out the countervailing duty 
on coffee and make the rate on barley 
25 cents a bushel. 
While it probably will be impossi­ 
ble to have a rule to limit amend­ 
ments favorably acted upon every 
Monday, Representative Dwight (N. 
Y.) is making every effort to get the 
members in line. 
Speaker Cannon, 
Chairman Payne and Representative 
Dalzell, in their desire to have the bill 
passed by the house without delay, 
are endeavoring to restrict as far as 
possible the amendments to those 
which the committee will offer. 
Rep­ 
resentative Tawney (Minn.) and Rep­ 
resentative Smith (la.) are the lead­ 
ers in the fight to have certain im­ 
portant schedules submitted to a vote 
by the house. 
Fears that the senate will not make 
changes in the bill which they desire 
and their determination to satisfy 
their constituents that are looking 
after their interests in the house, are 
the main reasons certain Republican 
representatives are holding out for a 
rule which will permit them to ac­ 
complish these objects. Up to this 
time the “standpatters”, have agreed 
to permit the discussion for amend­ 
ments of the paragraphs on hides and 
lumber. 
It probably will be necessary, 
however, for them to grant the same 
permission with a regulation to the 
reciprocity clause on bituminous coal 
and the paragraph which places iron 
ore on the free list. 
James J. Hill, the railroad magnate, 
called on Speaker Cannon and infor­ 
mally discussed the tariff with him 
and with members of the tariff-fram­

Payne Tariff Bill Criticised by House 
Members. 
Washington, April I.—The Payne 
tariff bill again was picked to pieces 
in the house of representatives. There 
were no prolonged speeches and in 
consequence many were afforded an 
opportunity to express their views. 
Lumber, coffee, wood pulp and print 
paper, tobacco, coal, zinc and the bill 
were generally discussed. The argu­ 
ments on lumber came from the South 
through Mr. Pujo of Louisiana and 
Mr. Thomas of North Carolina, who 
did not want the protection afforded 
the lumber industry disturbed. There 
was an interesting exposition of the 
wood pulp question by Mr. Mann of 
Illinois, who defended the proposed 
reduction of the duty on that product. 
Mr. I.arrinaga, the Porto Rican com­ 
missioner, made an exhaustive plea 
for a tax of 5 cents a pound on coffee 
from that colony. 
Others who spoke 
were Messrs. Morgan of Missouri, 
Brantley of Georgia, Douglas of Ohio, 
Rothermel of Pennsylvania, levering 
of Massachusetts, Sulzer of New York, 
Mondell of Wyoming and Griest of
